Population.—The population of the State of New South Wales on 30th June, 
1923, was—males, 1,116,680; females, 1,074,349; total, 2.191.022. 
The increase since 30th June, 1922, was 41,408, and since the census 
in April, 1921, 89,054. 

Vital Statisties—September Quarter, 1923—New South Wales.—The births 
registered in September quarter numbered 13,808, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 25-20 per 1,000 of population; and the deaths, 6.258. which is 
equivalent to 11-42 per 1,000 of population. The annual rate per 1,000 
population of the 3,917 marriages registered was 7-15. Compared with 
the average of the September quarter of the preceding five vears the 
birth-rate was 7 per cent., the death rate 5 per cent., and the marriage- 
rate 10 per cent. lower. 

Sydney and Suburts.—-The births registered in September quarter 
numbered 5,513, equivalent to a rate of 23-07 per 1,000 of population per 
annum ; of the total, 2,858 were males and 2,655 females. The rate is 8 per 
cent. below the average of September quarter of the previous five years. 

The deaths in September quarter numbered 2,762, namely, 1,462 males 
and 1,300 females. The mortality rate of 11-56 per 1,000 of population 
per annum is 2 per cent. below the quinquennial rate for the September 
quarter. The deaths were below the average in all age-groups, except 
1-4 years. 

The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 63-1 per 1,000 
births, and is 6 per cent. below the average for the September quarter 
of the previous five years. 

Trade of New South Wales.—Jmports— The Oversea Imports into New 
South Wales during the September quarter, 1923, were valued at 
£14,080,520, and show an increase in value of £1,054,720 or 8-1 per 
cent. in comparison with the corresponding quarter of the previous year. 
Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports of 
merchandise increased by £1,068,220, and gold decreased by £13,500. 
The total oversea imports for the year ended 30th June, 1923, were 
£55,010,083, an increase of £11,688,605 in comparison with the previous 
financial yeax. 

Exports.—-The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during the 
September quarter, 1923, amounted to £6,746,066, being a decrease in 
value of £1,975,593, or 22-6 per cent., as compared with the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year. Separating merchandise from gold 
(bullion and specie), the exports of merchandise decreased by £1,975,664 
and the gold exports increased by £71. For the year ended 30th June, 
1923, the total oversea exports were £42,581,922, being a decrease of 
£5,430,933 compared with the figures of the previous financial year. 

Imports at Sydney.—Excluding imports from ports of New South Wales, 
the imports (oversea and interstate) at Sydney in September quarter, 
1923, were valued at £19,305,981. The following is a summary of the 
imports and transhipments :—-

During the financial year ended 30th June, 1923, the Oversea Imports 
at the port of Sydney were valued at £53,243,163, and the Interstate 
Imports by sea at Sydney were £21,933,806, and the State seaward Imports 
£11,737,745, the total value of all imports at Sydney being £86,914,714. 
For the same period the tonnages of the goods imported were as follows :— 
Oversea, 1,443,095; Interstate, 801,248; State, 1,982,475; Totals, 4,226,818. 
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Publie Finances—Consolidated Revenue Accounts.—The preliminary state- 
ments of the Public Accounts show that the net revenue for the 
September quarter, 1923, was £8,093,346, being an increase of £501 ,070, 
or 6°6 per cent., as compared with September quarter, 1922. 


Principal increases of revenue during the quarter ended 30th September, 
1923, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year were: Returns 
(per capita) to the State by the Commonwealth Government, £29,958 ; 
Stamp Duties, £9,692; Income Tax, £286,006 ; Motor Vehicle Tax, 
£13,603 ; Spirituous Liquor Licenses, £70,660 ; Railways, £209,828 ; 
Wharfage and Tonnage Rates. &c. (Sydney), £17,225. 


The principal decreases of revenue were: Metropolitan Board of 
Water Supply and Sewerage—Rates, £57,146; Conditional Pur- 
chases—Instalments, £21,216. 

The expenditure during September quarter, 1923, was £9,415,007, an 
increase of £198,044, as compared with September quarter of previous 
year. 


There was a decrease of expenditure during the September quarters, 
1923, over the corresponding quarter of the previous year, of — 
Governmental, £2,888; Business Undertakings, £110,540. Increases 
of Interest, £294,772 ; and Other Payments, £16,700.

Gold Production.—The gold yield during September quarter, 1923, was 
6,156 oz. fine, valued at £26,150, and showed an increase of 920 oz. 
fine, and £3,905 in value, compared with September quarter, 1922. 


Land Selections.—In the quarter ended 30th September, 1923, there 
were 337 applications for 370,987 acres for original holdings under 
the Crown Lands Acts; and 397,992 acres, representing 423 blocks, 
were set apart for original holdings, which include areas for returned 
soldiers. During the year ended 30th June, 1923, the number of 
applications was 1,536, and the area applied for 1,092,698 acres. 
The lands set apart for original holdings in the period were 772,474 
acres, representing 1,147 blocks. 


Retail Prices, Sydney.—From the information collected as to average 
retail prices of food and groceries in Sydney, it appears that in 
September, 1923, the prices of meat were 67 per cent. higher than 
in July, 1914; other food and groceries were 694 per cent. higher; 
and the prices for the two combined were 69 per cent. higher. 

The general level of prices showed an increase of 4 per cent. as 
compared with the previous month (August). Prices of meat were 
14 per cent. higher than in August, and food and groceries were 
practically the same. There were small increases in the prices of 
bacon, eggs and tea. Potatoes, cheese, raisins and currants were 
slightly cheaper. ; 

Compared with the corresponding month (September) of 1922, 
meat was 384 per cent. dearer; other food and groceries were 14 
per cent. cheaper; and the two combined 64 per cent. dearer. 


The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those 
in every-day consumption. 


Wholesale Prices.— During the September quarter, 1923, the general level 
of wholesale prices decreased by 1 per cent., and is now 27 per cent. 
lower than the highest point reached in July, 1920. 

During the quarter there was an increase of 51 per cent. in the 
index number of meat, while dairy produce and agricultural produce 
decreased by 6 per cent. Groceries and all other groups remained 
practically unaltered. 

Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 69 
commodities remained unchanged during the September quarter, 
15 increased, and 16 became cheaper. 


New Buildings.— Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the 
several Town Glerks, the number of new buildings erected in the 
Metropolis during the nine months ended 30th September, 1923, 
numbered 8,805 as compared with 6,288 during the nine months 
ended 30th September, 1922. 

Country Municipalities.—Table No. 44 shows that during the nine 
months ended 30th September, 1923, permission was granted in 
country Municipalities to erect 4,714 new buildings, of the value of 
£2,957,361 as compared with 3.452, of a value of £2,088,000 in 
the corresponding period of 1922. 


Meteorology.—The widespread and heavy rains of June were followed 
in July by a series of disturbances bringing further general falls. The 
total rain was above the average over all southern and most 
central areas. Snow fell on the highlands, particularly on the 
Southern Tableland. Unsettled weather prevailed during the first 
week of August, and light to moderate rain fell over most inland areas, 
succeeded by heavy rain and strong winds over the coastal areas. 
Between the 5th and 7th August a widespread snowstorm extended 
along the tablelands and parts of western slopes, followed by hght 
rains over the southern districts. Showery weather conditions were 
general over the coastal areas and tablelands, and thunderstorms 
occurred over the eastern half of the State.

The total rainfall for August was below nornial over the districts 
west of the tablelands. Snow fell on the extreme southern tableland 
on several occasions. From the 5th to 7th September there were 
southerly gales and rough weather on the seaboard, and later heavy 
rain over all divisions except the far west and north-west. 

Heavy rain fell early in September, causing floods in the Upper 
Tania River. 

Three Deesors were killed and many injured by a widespread 
and violent storm, which passed over the State on 20th September, 
causing extensive damage to property and communications. 


On the 30th there was another violent windstorm, which did 
great damage chiefly in the southern and eastern paris. 

During the month snow fell on the extreme southern tableland, 
and at places on the Blue Mountains. 


Labour Conditions in September Quarter, 1923.—The following particulars 
in regard to employment and Industrial Dislocations have been taken 
from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 


Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports 
that at the end of September tnere were about 4,000 persons out of 
work in the metropolitan district, and about 4,000 in the country 
districts. The persons affected by unemployment included iron- 
workers, carters and storemen, textile workers, clerks, and shop 

assistants; there was a scarcity of skilled workers in the building 
trades and of women for domestic work. 

During the September quarter, 5,194 positions for men and 2,378 
for women were made available by SOO: rs through the agency 
of the State Labour Exchanges, and 5,391 men and 1,665 women 
were placed in positions; in the previous quarter, 7,056 positions 
were made available, and 6,134 persons were placed in positions. 

Dislocations.—During the September quarter 20,299 employees 
were involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the 
total loss amounted to 223,518 working days. In the previous 
quarter 16,060 employees were involved, with the loss of 426,907 
days. 

Changes in Wages.—In a number of cases the weekly and hourly 
wage rates have been increased in accordance with the Board of 
Trade declaration of 7th September, 1923.

The following estimate has been based upon reports received from Wheat-growers throughout 
the State. The total area sown was 3,877,040 acres, of which 3,317,640 acres are to be cut for grain 
and 559,400 for hay. 

As compared with the area sown in 1922, there was a decrease of 30,320 acres, or less 
than one per cent. 


The area to be reserved for grain is 355,500 acres more than was harvested in the preceding 
year, and is the largest area for grain since 1917-18, when 3,329,370 acres were harvested. 


In the central wheat-growing divisions the area sown has increased since last season, the 
divisions which show the greatest expansion being :—Central Plains, 73,370 acres, and Central 
Western Slopes, 57,180 acres. 


The area sown in the South Western Slopes decreased by 100,720 acres, and in the Riverina 
10,850 acres less were sown. 


In 1922 wheat was grown on 18,007 holdings; in the current season 17,793 growers have 
furnished returns, a decrease of 214, or of 1-2 per cent.
